WAR PICTURES, 

We have before us a poem with the a- 
bove title, by Gabriel Campbell, A. B., 
Captain in the 17th Michigan Infantry.— 
This poem was delivered on Class Day, 
before the class of 1865. It possesses in- 
trinsic merit. It embraces a history of 


the regiment ‘in poetry: The first call to į.. 
| the war—the first parade—the departure 


—at Washington—the March—camping 
—South Mountain—the battle field—An- 
tietam—the welcome home—the present. 
—the future. His account of the 17th at 
the battle of South Mountain is splendid : 


But what a fearful spectacle. 
Appals the soldier’s eye— 
They enfilade our rising flank 
With masked artillery. ; 
They charge our battery, seize our guns, 
And wheel them half around, 
And pour a withering volley forth, 
That mows scores to the ground. 


Up gallops gallant Willcox, 
Who led our foremost van, 
And shouts as he approaches us: 
“Ts this my Michigan ? 
The word—’tis done. 
See every man looks pale. 
A few lie silent at our feet, ` 
Who ne’er will tell the tale. 


The Seventeenth Michigan stands firm— 

. Unflinching mid the roar ; + ? 

Her ensign waves the stars and stripes,— 
Ne’er loved so much before. 7 

“Forward!” We march. Up—upward still— 
We're almost at the hight ;— 

When Oh! a double-shotted flre 
Aunihilates our sight. ` 


Down drop we to the earth, and cling 
And kiss the mother sod : 

And every heart with one accord 
Resigns its fate to God... | 


Oh what.a shrine to worship at! 
Amid the shot and shell 

And smoke that seemed to bear aloft 
The souls of those that fell ; . 

And‘ as it bore each patriot up, 
Clothed in unstained renown, 

We almost saw the angel stand 
And greet him with a crown. 


At length tbe voice of Withington 
Makes every heart enlarge. |

OPINIONS OF CHIEF JUSTICE CHASE 
ON NEGRO SUFFRAGE. 


It is my belief that no reorganization 


of the sountry will be complete and 
{permanent until every man in it, of 


what ever color, is allowed to. vote. 


The right of suffrage ws a right of freedom. 


and citizenship, and it must be granted to all, 


Jand to all who have been made free by the 


course and events of the war. It is object- 
ed that the negroes are not qualified to 
vote. But my observation, recently, 
assures. me that they are sufficiently 
There are among them on 
the plantations carpenters, mechanics, 


‘blacksmiths, preachers, who are very 


skillful and intelligent. 

At least there is at the South,among 
the colored men, a real aristocracy, an 
aristocracy of nature. There are those 
who are intelligent enough to construct 
a ticket, and the others have intelli- 
gence enough to vote it when it is put 
into their hands. ‘They can take the 
ticket you give them, and they are un- 
able to tell the reason why they vote 
it, yet they have sense enough to walk 


up to the ballot box and put it in. 


And I think that is about as much in- 
telligence as those before me have. I 
think if [should ask the reasons of you 
why you voted as you did, you would 
not give them. I think you, Mr, Pres- 
ident, and Mr. ex-President, and you 
gentlemen of trustees, and these dis- 
tinguished gentlemen here, could not 
tell why they voted as they did at the 
late election. You founda ticketready 
made, and you knew enough to go to 
the ballot box and depositit. You had 
no hand in making it, and the colored 
men of the South can do as well as you 
have done. 

And they are moral enough to be 
allowed the suffrage. They are a very 
religious people and most of them be- 
long to the church,or if as a friend sug- 
gested, that only members of a church 
should be allowed to vote, that restric- 
tion should be made, they would all be 
members of the church by next week, 
and if it were not a very moralizing 
process it would be a very speedy and 
effectual political one. But they are 
moral enough to be allowed this right. 
They have a great many black preach- 
ers among them, who are now preach- 
ing the sancity of marriage, and if they 
have but little knowledge of the dis- 
tinction between meum and teum, never 
having been taught it by their late mas- 
ters, yet these preachers are now in- 
str ucting them in the rights of property. 
—Therefore, giving them the ballot 
will be eminently safe and eminently 
right. 

Now I wish to say a few words 
about the mode of re-organizing the 
South. Ido not agree with the doct- 
rine my learned friend advanced yes- 
yesterday, that the States of the 
South have become territories, or that 
they are out or have been out-of the 
Uuion. But I think that I may show 
that the result he aims to secure may 
be reached by a different theory and 
process from that. It ismy opinion 
that the States remain States. But the 
war, a great and stupendous fact, has 
effected changes, changes as real and 
permanent as those effected by any 
other method. It has effected a com- 
plete destruction of slavery. No one 
doubts that. Siavery is dead. And 
it has accomplished other changes. 


‘| The white population of the South are 


become free. Those who were slaves 
at the beginniug of the war have be- 


‘become APEE and -citizens now. 


and the rebel governments of the 


‘Southern States have been destroyed. 


All the machinery of those govern- 
ments has.come to an end, and now 


| holding,-as I do, that the States re- 
main States, the second process in the 


work of re-orgnization is that the gov- 
ernments now invert into the hands of 
the Southern people? That is now 
the question. I hold that the war has 
made every colored man a part of the 
people. Therefore the colored man of 
the South should bear an equal band in 
re-orginization. The war has made 
them citizens, and the right of suffrage in 
re-orguuzation of a state pertamed to every 
citizen, whatever may have been his status 


before ‘the war began. 


And this right will have to be admit- 
ed, if not new, yet at some time. . Our 
classical knowledge will give us anil- 


lustration: when the sybilline book was 
| offered to the Roman emperor and refus- 


ed,-a leaf was taken out, and-this was 


repeated upon each refusal untill but a 


single leaf was left, and the same price 
was demanded for that. Andit was 
paid. So we shall have to. pay this 
price. We shall pay it at last. It is 


| right, too, that we should. The right 


‘peace. 
be a country that grants the universal 


of vais is one of the universal right 
of man ; our country must recognize 
this before the sacrifices of the brave 


{men who have fought and died for it 


We must 
take this right up to the throne of God, 
and lay it upon His sacred altar, for it 
is a matter ofeternal justice. We may

THE REVIVAL OF SLAVERY. 
We ċall especial attention to the fol- 
lowing significant and striking article 
from the Nashville [Tenn.| Press: 


“The proofs that there isa widely 
spread, deeply seated, and: well-matur- 


ted determination in the minds of the 


old slave oligarchy and the galvanized 
rebels of this State to, re-establish the 
institution of negro slavery, so soon as 
the Federal troops shall have relapsed 
into the hands of the old State rights 
faction, crowd thickly upon us almost 
evcry day. 

“(I mean to vote for Gov. Campbell, 
said a wealthy and influential citizen in 
an adjoming county the other day, ‘be- 
caase he is for slavery, and we will 
easily get our slaves when these Feder- 
al Soldiers, leave the State.’ ‘You 
onght to vote for Gov. Campbell,’ said 
a prominent slaveholder in another 
county to his friend, ‘because he is 
against the abolitionists, and will help 
us to get back our niggers as soon as 
the army goes away.’ “This is not the 
tall of trifling; it i 
the expression of substantial citizens, 
men of influence and wealth, devoted 
not to politics, but to the right of prop. 
erty in negroes, who believe with Gov. 
Campbell and Emerson Etheridge, that 
all the acts of both the Federal and 
State Governments freeing the slaves 
were illegal, null and void, and of no 
binding effect, unless the people thro’ 
convenience consent to submit to stern 
necessity. A ‘Tennessean of high char- 
acter, who never held or asked for of- 
fice in his life, informed us the other 
day, that several prominent citizens of 
this county told him that slavery in 
modified form would soon be reinstated. 
The Union men who think that the 
slaveholders have retired from the con- 
test, finally are sadly mistaken. They 
are diser eetly silent now, and wait for 
the withdrawal of the national troops 
from Tennessee when the local affairs 
of every magistrate’s district will be 
controled by such men as Morgan An- 
drews, of Columbia. We call on the 
friends of freedom to awake and crush 
out this infernal plot of the slave oli- 
garchy whileitis weak. ‘Trust;no man, 
vote for no man who is not a straight- 
out, open advocate of universal abso- 
lute freedom and ofequal rights. The 
pretended anti-radical movement in 
Tennessee is not led by fools. Its 
leaders have a purpose in view, which 
they do not dare to proclaim openly on 
the stump. for fear of being lodged in 
a military prison. Why do they de- 
nounce the emancipation movement as 


wholly illegal and unconstitutional, if 


they have not secretly resolved to test 
it before State courts of their own ma- 
king so soon as they get the power ?— 
Yes, they mean to re-establish slavery. 
Four out of five of the supporters of 
Gov. Campbell would vote to re-instate 
slavery to-day if Federal muskets did 
not deter them. We must place the 
State firmly upon the basis of equal 
rights, and see that the loyal blacks 
who saved the lives of Union refugees 
and soldiers, while their masters acted 
as guerillas, are endowed with all the 
means of self-protection.” 


Rescue of a Child. 

An English gentleman who went to 
live in America, thus describes what 
he saw: © 

I was once going in my gig up the 
hill in the village of Frankfort, near 
Philadelphia, when a little girl about 
two years old, who had wandered away 
from_a‘small house, was lying basking 
in the sun in the middle of the road.— 
About two hundred yards before I got 
to the child, three wagons with five 
large horses in each, the drivers of 
which had stopped to drink at the tav- 
ern at the brow of the hill, started off 
and came galloping down the road.. I 
got out of the way as speedily as I 
could, but expected to see the poor 
child crushed to pieces. A young man 
a journeyman carpenter, who was 
shingling. a shed by the roadside, seeing 
the child and aware of its danger, tho’ 
a stranger to its parents, jumped from 
the top of the shed, ran into the road 
and snatched at the child. ‘The horse’s 
leg knocked him down, but he catching 
the clothes, flung it out of the way of 
the other horses, and saved himself by 
rolling back with surprising agility. 
The mother of the child who had been 
washing, hearing teams coming, rushed 
out, and catching up the child just as 
the carpenter had flung it out of the 
way, hugged it in her arms, and utter- 
ed a shriek such as I never heard be- 
fore, and then she dropped down as if 
dead. She was restored however in a 
little while; and I began to depart, 
asked the carpenter if he was a married 
man, and whether he was a relation of 
the parents of the child. He said he 
was neither. “‘Well then,’ said I, ‘you 
merit the gratitude of every father and 
mother. in the world; and I will show 
you mine by giving you what I have,” 
pulling out the nine or ten dollars which 
I had in my pocket. ‘No, I thank 
you sir,” said he, ‘I only di d> what I 
ought to do.” 


THE CLOSING SCENE. 


The closing scenes in the life of Gov. 
Brough, as described to us by an eye- 
witness, are full ofinterest and pathos. 
On Monday evening about nine o’clock, 
the Governor awakened from the in- 
sensibility in which he had lain for sey- 
eral days, and at the request of his 
family, who gathered around his bed- 
side, Surgeon General Barr informed 
him that all which human skill could 
do for him had been attempted, and in 
vain, and that now he was in the hands 
of Almighty God. He could not live 
forty-eight hours.. The Governor was 
greatly shocked at this announcement, 
and looking Gen. Barr in the face, de- 
sired him to repeat what he had said. 
Gen. Barr again stated thathe had not 
forty-eight hours to live. The Gover- 
nor then requested that all except his 
family and Gen: Barr should leave the 
room. After this had been done, he 
conversed calmly and rationally y with 


his family for some time on priv ate af- 


fairs. 

Turning to Gen. Barr; and apparent- 
ly addressing his remarks more partic- 
ularly to him, the Governor proceeded 
to speak of his religious views and hopes. 
He said in substance that he was no 
theologian, and had never made any 
profession. He had however, endeav- 
ored to live honestly and uprightly in 
his relations with his fellow men, and 
he hoped and believed that he had 
done so. He confessed that he had 
sinned greatly, although he denounced 
as false the slanderous rnmors of his 
drunkenness and: licentiousness which 
had been circulated. But though he 
acknowldged that he had been a great- 
sinner in the sight of God, he stated 
that every act of his in dischar ging his 
duties as governor had been per rformed 
with the strictest conscientiousness, 
and with prayerful regard to his ré- 
sponsibility, not only to the country 
but to God. He also stated that he 
had never gone to bed at night for 
twenty years without first praying to 
God for forgiveness and protection, 
and that he died penitently, acknowl- 
edging his sins and trusting in Christ 
for pardon. As he spoke the Gover- 
nor raised his eyes, and as though death 
had lent supernal keenness to them, 
exclaimed that he saw the Mediator 
standing on the right hand of the Fath- 
er, making intercession for his sins. — 
He concluded with the emphatic dec- 
laration, several times repeated: “T 
die happily and gloriously.” The scene 
was deeply affecting, and at the close 
of it the Governor put his arms around 
the neck of Gen. Barr, and with deep 
emotion thanked him for his care and 
attention, expressing perfect satisfac- 
tion with his medical treatment. He 
then took his farewell of his family.— 
About midnight he relapsed into insen- 
sibility, which continued without inter- 
mission until his death. 

Such were the last hours in the life 
of John Brough.

That 
America should have produced two 
such men—the great and pure Presi- 
dent, the pure and great General—each 
as unmoved by fortune as the calm 
figures of Aristides and Cincinnatus, of 
George Washington and Benjamin 
Franklin—argues that the age of moral 
heroism is ever repeating itself, and 
that no nation need despair of its place 
in history untila great trial shall come 
upon it and find it wanting. But for 
the aggressions of slavery Abraham 
Lincoln might have been still a humble 
though successful lawyer in the city of 
Springfield, instead of sleeping in her 
cemetery with the inscription of the 
nation’s Savior on his tombstone.

Rey, Mr. VanPammel—Duar Sin :— 
The writer of the article you allude to- 
takes the ground that the increase 

`of Catholics in this country, as demon- 
‘strated in the “ Catholic World” is a 
“danger the magnitnde of which can- 
not be over-estimated.” Were we 
convicted that in a Democratic form of 
Government, under Republican Insti- 
tutions the Catholic body could main- 
tain its unity, religiously and politic al- 
ly, owing and acknowledging “political 
and religious headship in a foreign po- 
tentate,” we should feel greatly alarm- 
ed. Not more so however, than in the 
case of a protestant body under like eir- 
cumstances. Setting aside the confes- 
sional should the Baptist denomination 
or any protestant body owe sole allegi.

sion and degradation of four millions 
of human beings, because of the color 
of their skin,—a party that held on to 
the slaveholding aristocracy, until this 
aristocracy cast it off and then extend- 
ed its sympathy, got down on its mar- 
row bones, and besought at least, the 
privilege of touching the hem of its 
garments, and when these slavemonger 
rebels are conquered receives them un- 
repentant with open armsand joins them 
in hunting down, cutting and carving, 
killing and exterminating this colored 
race, depriving them, if possible, of ev- 
ery attribute of humanity, education 
and religious instruction, to testify in 
courts—legal marriage, franchise—we 
say that were the Baptist denomina- 
tion or any other protestant body to 
occupy such a position with our pres 
ent light, we should be afraid of it, and 
fear its growth as an imminent danger 
to the republic. Such an attempt on 
the part of any protestant body through 
the dictation or even the assent of its 
priesthood te uphold such a huge load 
of sins and moral corruption would 
produce such an excitement in this 
_ country as has not yet been witnessed. 
It would meet a whirlwind of opposi- 
tion. Sir, the majority of the Ameri- 
can people are jealous of their liberties, 
and this jealousy makes them keenly 
alive to its infraction in the case of any 
son and daughter of Adam. 

The writer contrasts the colored race 
with the status of Irish Catholies in this 
country. He takes the ground that in 
point of intelligence there is not much 

to choose, “The black is uncultivated

HEALTH INHOT WEATHER 
The following article -from 
Rural New Yorker abounds in sensible 
and important suggestions, which 


ought to. be well considered by all). 


who engage in active labor during hot 
seasons. It is amazing to see how 
many there are seeking ‘to know all 
about the physiology “of horses, and 
cows, and pigs, and the food best ad- 
dapteđ to them in the different seasons, 
but who seem to know and care to 
know nothing human phisiology, or the 


| laws. of health which apply to them- 


selves and their families: 


, In regard to health, the old saying, 
“an. ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure,” is specially true and 
important... The cost of disorder or 
breakage in the human machine is large 
—not only waste time, but pain, weak- 
ness and doctor’s bills without end. 

I once asked a physician of forty 
years’ practice how large a share of 
sickness might, be saved by such know- 
edge of physical laws as could easily be 
‘gained: by all. ~‘‘More than half,” was 
his prompt reply. Startling, but true. 
Pye seen many a farmer who knew 
better what food and shelter to give 
cattle and pigs than wife and. babies; 
who knew far better how much work 
his horse would bear than himself,— 
who would be particular that the horse, 


| after.a hard pull, should breathe and 


get cool before water or food, were giv- 
en it, but thought nothing of how, what, 
or when he ate himself, after a heavy 
job in the hay-field or at the plow. 

Cattle should be. wisely cared for. 
The noble horse deserves good treat- 
ment, but the humans are of more con- 
sequence still. 

A word, just now, about diet for hot 
weather... We have. the climate of 
Greenland a few days in winter. The 
Greenlanders eat’ whale blubber and 
tallow—tfull of carbon, to unite with 
oxygen and keep the fire up—the ani- 
mal heat. 

In summer we have, for weeks, well 
nigh tropical heats. The Hindoo eats 
rice and cool fruits,which as the Great 
Designer has placed in that climate is 
fittest food there. We have too, a 
wide range of ‘varied production. Is 
their no reasonin all this? Certainly : 
to vary our food with the seasons. In win- 
ter, use more meats, corn-meal, &c., 
—heat producing food. In summer 
less meat,especially fat and salted,little 
or no coffee, plenty of vegetables and 
fruits, and keep the system open and 
cool, 

The Englishman goes to Calcutta, 
John Bull tenacity. of custom, eats as 


‘at home,his beef with stimulating sauce, 


drinks his heavy ale, and gets “yellow 
It is like 
shutting the. doors amid tropic heat 
and keeping up a hot fire. 

The farmer gets heated in the field, 
hurries home to his meals, and stufis 
himself with pork, sops his waxy pota- 
toes in burnt gravy, washes down the 
meal in black coffee, or strong tea, and 
rushes out again, fancying he has had 
hearty food” to “stand by” through 
the day. He don’t keep up a hot fire 
in the sitting-room stove in July, but 
he does keep up the fire outside; he 
keeps himself. clogged, feverish, bil- 
ious.. In October, or before, comes on 
fevers; or if in the new West, he is 
burning and shaking with the horrid 
fever-and-ague. 

Years ago, in a Western region not 
very healthy I met a farmer and; car- 
penter; an emigrant from. the East. 
Asking about his family, he said. 

“Weve had little sickness, our neigh- 
bors a good deal... I think we are as 
much disposed to bilious troubles as 
most people, more than many, but in 
summer we eat little fat meat, less of 
any kind than in winter, no coffee, and 
wil have vegetables and fruit in whol- 
some variety. Weare not fussy, bit 
use rational care. We stop to get-cool 
before we eat, and take care not to 
work to the point ofexhaustion. Then 
we've done more than most of our 
heighbors, helping to care for them in 
Wise man that. There's

faces, often enough to be sweet and 

pure, and I “guess” it won’t hurt you.

forked tree that is likely to split, I|- 


look fora small linb on each fork, 


| and clean them of Icaves and later:] 


branches for most of their length. I 
then carefuly bring them together and 
wind them around each other. In 
twelve months they will have united, 
and in two years the ends ean be cut 
off. The brace will grow as fast as 
any other part of the tree, and is a per- 
fect security from splitting. I have 
them now ofall sizes and I scarcely 
ever knew one to fail to grow.
